Saying Senate is ‘broken, ’ Reid vows to limit filibuster

WASHINGTON - Sen. Harry 
Reid of Nevada took a de¬ 
fiant and uncompromising 
stand Monday ahead of a 
closed-door meeting of the 
Senate, saying that pushing 
through a rules change to 
end filibusters of executive 
branch nominations would 
“save the Senate from be¬ 
coming obsolete.” 

“This is a moment in history 
where circumstances dic¬ 
tate the need for change," 
Reid, the majority leader, 
said in a speech at the lib¬ 
eral Center for American 
Progress. He suggested 
that there was only one 


way for Republicans to 
avoid the rules change: 
give Democrats a straight 
up-or-down vote on all 
seven of President Barack 
Obama's nominations that 
are in question and stop fili¬ 
bustering executive nomi¬ 
nations going forward. 

“I love the Senate, but right 
now the Senate is broken 
and needs to be fixed,” he 
said. 

All 100 senators are sched¬ 
uled to cloister Monday 
in the ornate Old Senate 
Chamber, doors closed, 
to hash over Democratic 
plans to change the Sen¬ 
ate's rules with a simple 
majority motion as early as 
Tuesday morning. Reid’s 


position could be a bluff. 
Conversely, a small group 
of Democratic and Repub¬ 
lican senators might yet 
emerge with a compro¬ 
mise to thwart his plans. 

But signals on Monday 
pointed to the “nuclear op¬ 
tion" - that rather than the 
67 votes usually needed to 
change the Senate rules, 
Democrats would do it with 
51, a move that could in the 
short run eviscerate what 
comity is left in the cham¬ 
ber, and over the longer 
term could fundamentally 
change the institution. 

Such a move to a simple 
majority vote has been 
done before. 

It was October 2011, and 


Senate Republicans were 
trying to interfere with a 
bill addressing China’s cur¬ 
rency by offering a series of 
amendments that had little 
to do with China or mone¬ 
tary policy, a favorite tactic 
of their leader. Sen. Mitch 
McConnell of Kentucky. 

But Democrats surprised 
McConnell by using a par¬ 
liamentary maneuver that 
quashed the amendments. 
The process went like this: 
Reid asked for a ruling from 
the Senate's parliamen¬ 
tarian about whether the 
amendments were in or¬ 
der. The parliamentarian 
ruled that they were.

Deputy Secretary of State 
William Burns' meetings 
with Egypt’s interim leaders 


came as thousands of sup¬ 
porters of deposed Presi¬ 
dent Mohammed Morsi 
held another mass rally to 
demand his return to of¬ 
fice. The protest turned vio¬ 
lent as police fired tear gas 
at pro-Morsi protesters who 
burned tires, threw rocks 
and blocked traffic flow 
on a main roadway run¬ 
ning through the heart of 
the capital. The remarks by 
Burns, the No. 2 American 
diplomat, signaled that 
Washington, while calling 
for an inclusive transition, is 
moving on from Morsi and 


his Brotherhood group. 
Burns insisted that the Unit¬ 
ed States is not taking sides 
in deeply polarized Egypt, 
saying it is not Washing¬ 
ton’s policy, “as outsiders, 
to support particular politi¬ 
cal personalities and par¬ 
ticular parties.” 

“What we’re going to 
continue to try to do is to 
support an open inclu¬ 
sive, tolerant democratic 
process,” Burns said. “We 
hope it will be a chance 
to learn some of fhe les¬ 
sons and correct some of 
the mistakes of the last two 


years. 

Burns’ comments were 
being carefully watched 
in Cairo, where a cross¬ 
spectrum of groups have 
accused Washington of 
meddling in the country’s 
affairs.

Putin: U.S. has effectively trapped Snowden

MOSCOW - President Vladi¬ 
mir V. Putin told an audi¬ 
ence of students on Mon¬ 
day that the United States 
had effectively trapped 
Edward J. Snowden, the 
fugitive former intelligence 
contractor, on Russian ter¬ 
ritory by frightening coun¬ 
tries that otherwise might 
have accepted him. When 
Putin insisted that Russia 
did not want Snowden 
to cause damage to the 
United States, the students 
laughed out loud. 

Putin made the remarks on 
Hogland Island in the Gulf 
of Finland, where he was re¬ 
viewing projects of the Rus¬ 
sian Geographical Society. 


He spoke about Snowden, 
who announced Friday 
that he would formally re¬ 
quest asylum in Russia, dur¬ 
ing a meeting with student 
researchers who were at¬ 
tending an archaeological 
camp on the island. 

Russian officials said Mon¬ 
day that they still had not 
yet received an applica¬ 
tion from Snowden, and 
Putin did not say outright 
whether he would grant a 
request from him. But the 
president clearly signaled 
that it remained a possi¬ 
bility. Snowden arrived at 
Sheremetyevo Airport out¬ 
side Moscow on a flight 
from Hong Kong on June 
23, and he has been there 
ever since, living in the tran¬ 


sit zone of the airport with 
the consent of the Krem¬ 
lin and apparently with 
some support from the Rus¬ 
sian authorities. On Friday, 
Snowden met at the airport 
with lawyers, Russian of¬ 
ficials and representatives 
of human rights organiza¬ 
tions. Putin said Russia had 
invited Snowden to apply 
for asylum on the condition 
that he first stop his politi¬ 
cal activities - presumably 
all leaking of classified in¬ 
formation that could harm 
the United States. But given 
Russia’s long intelligence ri¬ 
valry with the United States, 
it is hard to believe that 
Putin has not been enjoy¬ 
ing Washington's discom¬ 
fort over Snowden, and 


even his student audience 
laughed at the suggestion. 
“Initially," Putin said, “we 
offered him, ‘If you wanf 
to stay, please, but you 
have to stop your political 
activities. We have a cer¬ 
tain relationship with the 
U.S., and we don’t want 
you with your political ac¬ 
tivities damaging our rela¬ 
tionship with the U.S.' “He 
said, ‘No.’" The students 
laughed. “You laugh, but 
I am speaking seriously," 
Putin continued. “He said: 
‘No, I want to continue my 
work. I want to fight for hu¬ 
man rights. I believe that 
the United States violated 
certain norms of interna¬ 
tional law, interfered with 
private life.'"0 



UN divided on 
Iran sanctions 
violation data

UNITED NATIONS (AP) — The 

U.N. Security Council has 
refused to back a report by 
a panel of experts which 
unanimously concluded 
that Iran violated U.N. sanc¬ 
tions when it launched sev¬ 
eral ballistic missiles a year 
ago. 

Australia’s U.N. Ambas¬ 
sador Gary Quinlan, who 
chairs the committee moni¬ 
toring sanctions on Iran, did 
not identify which countries 
were opposed in his brief¬ 
ing to the council on Mon¬ 
day. But council diplomats, 
speaking on condition of 
anonymity because con¬ 
sultations were private, said 
Russia was most vocal in its 
opposition and was sup¬ 
ported by China. 

Quinlan told the council 
that a number of council 
members backed fhe pan¬ 
el's view that Iran's launch 
of Shahab-1 and Shahab-3 
missiles in a war-game ex¬ 
ercise in July 2012 “consti¬ 
tuted a clear violation" of 
sanctions, and therefore all 
U.N. member states “should 
redouble efforts to imple¬ 
ment ballistic missile-relat¬ 
ed sanctions on Iran." 

He said the sanctions com¬ 
mittee — which includes 
all 15 council members — 
wrote to Iran on April 12 
asking for comment within 
15 days on the panel’s 
conclusion. Iran has not re¬ 
plied and "the committee 
is currently considering ad¬ 
ditional follow up actions,” 
he said. 

The Security Council has im¬ 
posed four rounds of sanc¬ 
tions against Iran because 
of concerns it is seeking to 
develop nuclear weapons 
and its refusal to suspend 
uranium enrichment. The 
division over the missile 
launches indicates a reluc¬ 
tance by Moscow and Bei¬ 
jing to take further action, 
especially as a new presi¬ 
dent, Hasan Rouhani, will 
be sworn in Aug. 4. 

In another incident, Quin¬ 
lan said the panel conclud¬ 
ed that Iran violated — or 
probably violated — sanc¬ 
tions by shipping weapons 
to Yemeni insurgents in Jan¬ 
uary that were seized by

Reid then moved to over¬ 
rule the parliamentarian. 
And he did so with a simple 
majority vote of 51-48. 

That seemingly mundane 
twist of the Senate's intri¬ 
cate rules gave Demo¬ 
crats the precedent that 
they believe they need to 
change how the filibuster 
can be used, a move that 
has infuriated Republicans. 
Negotiations over the 
weekend failed to pro¬ 
duce a compromise that 
would keep Reid from 
moving forward Tuesday 
with the nuclear option. 
Exasperated by Republi¬ 
can attempts to slow down 
the confirmation process 
for Obama’s nominees, 
Democrats have decided 
that the kinds of hand¬ 
shake agreements that 
have helped resolve fights 
over the filibuster in the 
past will not be adequate 
this time. 

“Let’s not let the tyranny 
of the minority continue,” 
said Sen. Tom Udall, D- 
N.M., who has been one 
of the leading voices on 
the left calling for a perma¬ 
nent rules change to make 
the filibuster a less potent 
weapon. 

In recent decades, both 
parties have escalated 
the use of fhe filibuster and 
other delaying tactics. 
Since Obama became 
president. Senate Republi¬ 
cans have gone especially 
far with the filibuster, using 
it to delay or try to block 
more nominations for Cab¬ 
inet posts and federal trial 
court judgeships than in 
past years. 


The change they are seek¬ 
ing to make is limited, but 
still hotly debated. 

The filibuster, which requires 
60 votes to advance legis¬ 
lation or nominees, could 
still be used on legislation 
or on judicial nominations 
by the president. But it 
would not be permitted on 
Cabinet or other presiden¬ 
tial appointees. 

Reid on Monday was care¬ 
ful fo say he had no in¬ 
tention of taking the rules 
change beyond stopping 
filibusters on executive 
branch nominations to 
ending filibusters on judi¬ 
cial nominations or legisla¬ 
tion pending before the 
Senate. 

He said the 60-vote thresh¬ 
old on legislation helped 
conservative and liberal 
causes. 

For instance, during the 
gun control debate this 
spring. Republicans draft¬ 
ed legislation to make it 
mandatory for every state 
to recognize any other 
state’s laws on concealed 
weapons. Only the 60-vote 
threshold prevented that 
from passing. 

But on the narrow issue of 
executive nominations, 
Reid dug in and said he 
had the votes in the Dem¬ 
ocratic caucus to win, re¬ 
gardless of last-minute ma¬ 
neuvering by some who 
might be getting nervous. 
Past efforts to use the nu¬ 
clear option were thwarted 
by centrist and bipartisan 
“gangs” that crafted their 
own compromises over the 
heads of fheir leaders. 

“My caucus supports where 
we are," he said. “I'm not 
concerned about gangs. 
That's passe really.”□

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More protests planned over black US teen’s murder

SANFORD, Florida (AP) — 


Anger over the acquittal of 
a U.S. neighborhood watch 
volunteer who shot dead 
an unarmed black teenag¬ 


er continued Monday, with 
civil rights leaders saying 
mostly peaceful protests 
will continue this weekend 


with vigils in dozens of cit- 
ies.The Justice Department 
said it is looking into Tray¬ 
von Martin’s death to de¬ 
termine whether federal 
prosecutors will file criminal 
civil rights charges against 
George Zimmerman, who 
is now a free man. His law¬ 
yer has told ABC News that 
Zimmerman will get his gun 
back and intends to arm 
himself again. 

The key to filing civil rights 
charges against Zimmer¬ 
man lies in whether evi¬ 
dence exists that he was 
motivated by racial ani¬ 
mosity to kill Martin. Zim¬ 
merman’s parents, Gladys 
and Robert Zimmerman Sr., 
told ABC News that their 
son isn't racist and that 
they don't know if their son 
will ever be able to return 
to a normal life. 

President Barack Obama 
and numerous celebrities 
have expressed sorrow at 
the verdict. The civil rights 
leader Rev. Al Sharpton 
said Monday that his orga¬ 
nization will hold vigils and 
rallies in 100 cities Saturday 
in front of federal buildings. 
A jury late Saturday found 
the 29-year-old Zimmer¬ 
man not guilty of second- 
degree murder. Zimmer¬ 
man has said he shot the 
17-year-old in self-defense 
in a nighttime confronta¬ 
tion in his Florida gated 
community, where Martin 
was visiting family. 

The February 2012 shoot¬ 
ing drew national attention 
when Zimmerman wasn't 
arrested for weeks, and 
the case has continued to 
raise questions over race 
and self-defense gun laws. 
Jurors were told that Zim¬ 
merman was allowed to 
use deadly force when he 
shot the teen not only if he 
actually faced death or 
bodily harm, but also if he 
merely thought he did. 

With many critics angry 
over Zimmerman’s acquit¬ 
tal, his freedom may be 
limited. He may also face 
civil lawsuits from Martin’s 
family. 


“He’s going to be looking 
over his shoulder the rest of 
his life,” his brother, Robert 
Zimmerman Jr. told CNN. 
Obama called Martin's 
death a tragedy for Ameri¬ 
ca. It was a rare statement 
from the president on a 
case that doesn't directly 
involve the federal govern- 
ment.White House spokes¬ 
man Jay Carney on Mon¬ 
day said Obama would not 
involve himself in decisions 
by the Justice Department 
on whether to pursue civil 
rights charges against Zim¬ 
merman because it would 
inappropriate. 

The Justice Department 
opened an investigation 
into Martin’s death last 
year but stepped aside to 
allow the state prosecution 
to proceed. The depart¬ 
ment has a long history of 
using federal civil rights law 
in an effort to convict de¬ 
fendants who have been 
acquitted in related state 
cases, but experience has 
shown it's almost never 
easy getting convictions in 
such high-profile prosecu¬ 
tions.Many, including Mar¬ 
tin’s parents, said Zimmer¬ 
man had racially profiled 
Martin. Zimmerman, whose 
mother was born in Peru, 
identifies as Hispanic. 
Despite the racially 
charged nature of the 
case, race was barely 
mentioned at the trial. 
Prosecutors portrayed Zim¬ 
merman as a vigilante who 
had grown frustrated by 
break-ins in his neighbor¬ 
hood committed primarily 
by young black men. De¬ 
fense attorneys said Martin 
knocked Zimmerman down 
and was slamming the old¬ 
er man’s head against the 
sidewalk when Zimmerman 
fired his gun. 

The court did not release 
the racial and ethnic make¬ 
up of the six-person jury, 
but the panel appeared 
to reporters to be made up 
of five white women and a 
sixth who may be Hispanic.

Manning trial judge hears dismissal arguments

(AP) — Lawyers for the U.S. 
soldier who leaked thou¬ 
sands of classified govern¬ 
ment documents urged a 
judge Monday to dismiss 
a charge he aided the 
enemy, saying prosecu¬ 
tors failed to prove Bradley 
Manning intended for the 
information to fall into en¬ 
emy hands. 

The charge is the most se¬ 
rious and carries the most 
severe punishment — life 
in prison — in the case 
against Manning, who has 
admitted he sent hundreds 
of thousands of documents 
to the anti-secrecy site 
WikiLeaks. 

The trial against the 
25-year-old is drawing to a 
close, and a judge is weigh¬ 


ing whether to dismiss that 
charge and several lesser 
counts. 

Manning downloaded the 
material in 2009 and 2010 
from a classified govern¬ 
ment computer network 
while working as an intel¬ 
ligence analyst in Iraq. 
WikiLeaks posted much of 
the material on its website. 
Manning's lawyer, Da¬ 
vid Coombs, argued that 
his client could have sold 
the documents, which in¬ 
cluded battlefield reports 
and State Department 
diplomatic cables, or giv¬ 
en them directly to the 
enemy. Instead, he gave 
them to WikiLeaks in an 
attempt to “spark reform" 
and provoke debate. He 
said Manning had no way 
of knowing whether al-Qa- 
ida would access the web¬ 


site and said a military re¬ 
port from 2008 showed the 
government didn’t even 
know.Q 


Fabrice Tourre faces alle¬ 
gations from a 2010 lawsuit 
brought by the Securities 
and Exchange Commis¬ 
sion against him and Gold¬ 
man Sachs in what was 
called the most significant 
legal action related to the 
mortgage securities cri¬ 
sis that helped push the 
country into recession. 

“This is a case about Wall 
Street greed,” SEC law¬ 
yer Matthew Martens said 
in opening arguments at 
the federal civil trial. “It's 
a case about lies, trick¬ 
ery and deception. ... In 
the end it was Wall Street 
greed that drove Mr. 
Tourre to lie and deceive.” 
Defense attorney Pamela 
Chepiga countered that 
her client “never misled 
anyone.” 

The SEC has accused 
Tourre of scheming to sell 
investors subprime mort¬ 
gage securities that he 
knew were doomed to fail. 
The maneuver allowed 
the hedge fund Paulson & 
Co. Inc., and its billionaire 
president, John A. Paul¬ 
son, make $1 billion - and 
Goldman Sachs to make 
millions in fees - by betting 
against the investment.

“This case is about hold¬ 
ing Fabrice Tourre, the so- 
called ‘Fabulous Fab,’ ac¬ 
countable,” he said. 

The defense claimed the 
email was really “an old- 
fashioned love letter” 
penned by a young trader 
who was full of self-doubt 
and angst over upheaval 
in the financial world. 

“He's saying, ‘There's noth¬ 
ing fabulous about me,’ “ 
Chepiga said. 

The case “is not about 
whether you approve or 
disapprove of Wall Street,” 
she added. “You all took 
an oath to decide this case 
on the facts before you.... 
Mr. Tourre has chosen to 
fight to clear his name.” 
Both the Chepiga and the 
SEC lawyer said he will take 
the witness stand. □

Woman gets 10 years 
in Rwanda fraud case

CONCORD, New Flamp- 
shire (AP) — A woman who 
lied about her role in the 
1994 Rwanda genocide 
to enter the U.S. and ob¬ 
tain citizenship has been 
sentenced to 10 years in 
prison. 

Beatrice Munyenyezi re¬ 
ceived the maximum pris¬ 
on time. She declined her 
right to address the court. 
Munyenyezi, 43, was con¬ 
victed in February of enter¬ 
ing the United States and 
securing citizenship by lying 
about her role as a com¬ 
mander of one of the no¬ 
torious roadblocks where 
Tutsis were singled out for 
slaughter. She denied affili¬ 
ation with any political par¬ 
ty, despite her husband’s 
leadership role in the ex¬ 


tremist Flutu militia party. 
During the genocide, at 
least 500,000 Tutsis and 
moderate Hutus were killed 
in a campaign of mass 
murder orchestrated by 
Flutu extremists. 

Federal prosecutors had 
sought the maximum pris¬ 
on sentence, saying Muny¬ 
enyezi is as guilty as if she 
wielded the machete her¬ 
self. Munyenyezi’s lawyers 
say they will appeal her 
conviction — a move that 
is expected to delay de¬ 
portation proceedings. 

“It’s very, very traumatic,” 
defense attorney David 
Ruoff said. “She’s been 
anxious about this, regard¬ 
less of what happened in 
Rwanda in 1994. It’s trau¬ 
matic for any person to 
face their kids under these 
circumstances. "□

Economy looks weaker after subpar retail sales data

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
U.S. economy appears 
to be weaker than many 
economists had thought 
after a report Monday 
showed consumers spent 
cautiously in June at retail 
businesses. 

Americans bought more 
cars and trucks, furniture 
and clothes. But they cut 
back almost everywhere 
else. They spent less at 
restaurants and bars, re¬ 
duced purchases at home 
improvement stores, and 
bought fewer computers 
and electronics. 

Overall retail spending rose 
0.4 percent in June from 
May, the Commerce De¬ 
partment said. But exclud¬ 
ing volatile spending on 
autos, gasoline and build¬ 
ing supplies, so-called core 
retail sales rose just 0.15 
percent. That's the weak¬ 
est gain since January. 
Economists said the decel¬ 
eration in retail sales could 
slow economic growth 
in the April-June quarter 
to an annual rate below 
1 percent. That’s weaker 
than many had thought 
and would be down from 
a tepid 1.8 percent rate in 
the January-March quar¬ 
ter. 

Still, many economists 
aren’t changing their fore¬ 
cast for the second half 
of the year. Most expect 
growth will rebound to 
around a 2.5 percent rate. 
“Job growth, income 
growth, rising stock prices 
and higher home prices all 
suggest a healthier state for 
the household sector in the 
second half of the year," 
said Paul Dales, chief U.S. 
economist at Capital Eco¬ 
nomics. 

Consumers are still increas¬ 
ing their spending. But 
their pace has dropped 


off sharply from the start 
of the year. Core retail 
sales increased from April 
through June at a 2.7 per¬ 
cent annual rate. The de¬ 
cline suggests an increase 
in Social Security taxes that 
took effect Jan. 1 may be 
starting to squeeze con¬ 
sumers. And that’s slowing 
growth because consum¬ 
ers’ spending accounts for 
about 70 percent of eco¬ 
nomic activity. 

Other reports Monday add¬ 
ed to worries that growth 
had weakened in the sec¬ 
ond quarter. Businesses 
increased their stockpiles 
only slightly in May, signal¬ 
ing fewer orders of factory- 
made goods. 

And economic growth in 
China slowed in the April- 
June quarter to its lowest 
rate in more than two de¬ 
cades. That could reduce 
demand U.S. exports. 

Dales, however, said the 
risk is low because China 
makes up only 7 percent 
of America’s total market. 
The bigger threat to the U.S. 
economy is if dampened 
growth in China spreads 
to other nations that buy 
more U.S. goods. 

Most analysts expect 
U.S. economic growth to 
bounce back in the sec¬ 
ond half of the year. The 
biggest reason for their op¬ 
timism is an improving job 
market that should help 
offset the drag from the tax 
increase. 

Employers have added 
an average 202,000 jobs a 
month this year, up 180,000 
in the previous six months. 
Stronger job gains should 
increase overall income 
and boost consumers' 
spending. 

Economists also point to a 
housing recovery that con¬ 
tinues to gain momentum. 
That’s lifting home prices, 
making Americans feel 


wealthier and more likely 
to spend. It’s also adding 
construction jobs. 

“Retail sales will continue to

grow at a moderate clip, as 
gains in disposable income 
stemming from moderate 
job creation outweigh the 


lingering effects of payroll 
tax increases,” said Mar¬ 
tin Schwerdfeger, senior 
economist at TD Econom¬ 
ics. There were some en¬ 
couraging signs in the retail 
sales report that consum¬ 
ers remain confident in 
the economy. Spending 
on cars and trucks rose 

I. 8 percent — the biggest 
gain since November. And 
furniture sales jumped 2.4 
percent last month. Both 
gains show many consum¬ 
ers are still making large 
purchases.

Police: Attacks kill 9 in Iraq

BAGHDAD (AP) — Attacks 
across Iraq killed nine peo¬ 
ple on Monday, including a 
10-year-old boy out swim¬ 
ming with friends, the latest 
in a surge of violence rock¬ 
ing Iraq during the Muslim 
holy month of Ramadan. 
Violence in Iraq is now at 
its deadliest level in half a 
decade, raising fears the 
country is returning to the 
widespread bloodshed 
that pushed the country to 
the edge of civil war. More 
than 2,800 people have 
been killed since the start 
of April. 

Police said Monday’s 
deadliest attack was a 
mortar barrage near a 
group of people trying to 
escape the blistering sum¬ 
mer heat by swimming in 
the Tigris River near Samar- 
ra, about 95 kilometers (60 
miles) north of Baghdad. 
Four people were killed in 
the mortar shelling, includ¬ 
ing the boy, and 11 others 
were wounded, according 
to police. 


Temperatures in Baghdad 
soared above 45 degrees 
Celsius (115 degrees Fahr¬ 
enheit). 

In the northern city of 
Kirkuk, a car bomb went off 
near a passing security pa¬ 
trol, killing a policeman and 
wounding 11 other people, 
including four civilians. 

The blast left a crater two 
meters (six feet) wide near 
the side of the road, and 
the charred hull of the blue 
police pickup truck lay 
mangled in the street. 

Hours later, a suicide 
bomber slammed his ex- 
plosives-laden car into 
an army checkpoint near 
Kirkuk, killing two soldiers, 
according to Lt. Gen. Mo¬ 
hammed Khalaf, a senior 
military commander in the 
city. 

More than 140 people have 
been killed since Muslims in 
Iraq began observing Ra¬ 
madan on Wednesday. 

The American and Brit¬ 
ish Embassies each issued 
statements Monday con¬ 
demning the daily rash of

One child was 
among the dead, the Ob¬ 
servatory said. 

Syria's state news agency 
confirmed the attack late 
Sunday, but said a suicide 
bomber detonated an ex- 
plosives-laden car in a resi¬ 
dential area of the town, 
causing an unknown num¬ 
ber of casualties. It said 
“terrorists” were behind 
the blast — a government 
term for rebels fighting to 
topple President Bashar 
Assad's regime. There was

Chinese economic growth 
slows more as trade slumps

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — Iran's 
president-elect leveled his 
broadest criticism of the 
outgoing administration 
of Mahmoud Ahmadine¬ 
jad since June’s election, 
saying Monday that some 
key economic metrics are 
worse than previously re¬ 
ported. 

The claims by Hasan Rou- 
hani reflect his campaign 
promises to concentrate 
on restoring some econom¬ 
ic stability in Iran, which is 
battered by Western sanc¬ 
tions over Tehran’s nuclear 
program. It also suggests 
that Rouhani’s moderate- 
minded government could 
hold Ahmadinejad directly 
accountable for alleged 
economic mismanage- 
menf.

BEIJING (AP) — China’s 
leaders face new pres¬ 
sure to stimulate a slowing 
economy after growth fell 
to its lowest since 1991, hurt 
by weak trade and efforts 
to cool a credit boom. 

The world’s second-largest 
economy expanded 7.5 
percent over a year earlier 
in the three months ending 
in June, down from the pre¬ 
vious quarter’s 7.7 percent, 
data showed Monday. 
Growth in factory produc¬ 
tion, investment and other 
indicators weakened. 

The fifth straight quarter 
of growth below 8 per¬ 
cent is “a clear sign of 
distress," said IHS Global 
Insight analyst Xianfang 
Ren in a report. With invest¬ 
ment weak, she said the 
economy might be “at risk 
of stalling."Analysts said 
growth could fall further, 
adding to pressure on com¬ 
munist leaders who took 
power last year. They are 
trying to shift China from 
reliance on exports and in¬ 
vestment to slower, more 
sustainable growth based 
on domestic consumption. 
Chinese leaders are likely 
to launch new stimulus to 
hit their 7.5 percent growth 
target for fhe year, said 
Credit Agricole CIB econ¬ 
omist Dariusz Kowalczyk. 
He said that might include 
weakening the Chinese 
currency to spur exports or 
pumping money into the 
economy through higher 
public works spending. 

“We will see some target¬ 
ed measures to stimulate 
growth,” said Kowalczyk. 
“They have to do some¬ 
thing. Otherwise they will 
miss their target. And they 
cannot afford that, be¬ 
cause this is their first year in 
power." 

A decline in Chinese eco¬ 
nomic activity could have 
global repercussions, dent¬ 
ing revenues for suppliers 
of commodities and indus¬ 
trial components such as 
Australia, Brazil and South¬ 
east Asia. Lower Chinese 
demand already has de¬ 
pressed prices for iron ore 
and other raw materials. 

A stimulus would tempo¬ 
rarily set back Beijing's re¬ 


form plans by reinforcing 
reliance on investment to 
generate jobs. 

Despite the slowdown, 
communist leaders have 
expressed determination 
to stick to their plans, which 
would impose short-term 
pain in exchange for sus¬ 
tained, stable growth later. 
“Major indicators are within 
our targeted range but we 
face a complex situation," 
said a spokesman for the 
statistics bureau, Sheng 
Laiyuan, at a news confer- 
ence.Sheng said the gov¬ 
ernment’s goal is to “pro¬ 
mote restructuring” and 
make more of the “driving 
force” of the market. 
Growth in factory output 
slowed to 9.3 percent for 
the first half of fhe year, 
down 0.2 percentage 
points from the first quar¬ 
ter’s rate, the statistics bu¬ 
reau reported. Growth in 
investment in factories and 
other fixed assets in the 
first half declined by 0.8 
percentage points to 20.1 
percent.“Further decelera¬ 
tion is possible if reforms 
and stimulus measures are 
delayed,” said Alaistair 
Chan of Moody's Analytics 
in a report. 

The International Monetary 
Fund last week cut its 2013 
growth forecast for China 
to 7.8 percent from its 8.1 
percent outlook in April. 
The IMF’s forecast for 2014 
was cut to 7.7 percent from 
8.3 percent. The Fund’s 
chief economist, Olivier 
Blanchard, said China was 
the country at the greatest 
risk of a “large decrease in 
growth." 

On Monday, Nomura 
economist Zhiwei Zhang 
cut his growth forecast for 
2014 to 6.9 percent from 7.5 
percent and said growth 
was likely to bottom out at 
6.5 percent in the second 
quarter of next year. He 
said he expects Chinese 
leaders to cut their growth 
target for next year to 7 
percent from 7.5 percent. 
“The new leaders made it 
pretty clear that they care 
more about the quality 
and sustainability of GDP 
growth rather than the 
speed of it,” Zhang told 
reporters in a conference 
call.

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Salvage crews rush for 1 chance to move Concordia

GIGLIO, Italy (AP) — Sal¬ 
vage crews are working 
against time to remove the 
shipwrecked Costa Con¬ 
cordia cruise ship, which 
is slowly being crushed un¬ 
der its own weight on its 
perch of granite seabed 
off the Tuscan island of Gi- 
glio. Officials said Monday 
that if this attempt fails, 
there won't be a second 
chance. 

Nick Sloane, the leader of 
the salvage operation, said 
the Concordia has com¬ 
pressed some 3 meters (10 
feet) since it came to rest 
on its side on the rocky 
perch Jan. 13, 2012, after 
ramming a jagged reef 
when it skirted too close to 
the island during a public¬ 
ity stunt allegedly ordered 
by the captain; 32 people 
were killed. 

Sloane, an engineer for 
U.S.-owned company Ti¬ 
tan Salvage, said experts 
would have one chance 
to pull the ship upright and 


float it away to the main¬ 
land for demolifion. The 
aftempf will probably take 
place in mid-September. 
“We cannot put it back” 
down and start over, said 
Sloane.

It was “like try¬ 
ing to drill through glass at 
a 45-degree angle." 
Pressure to make the un¬ 
precedented operation 
succeed is mounting as 
experts worry that a small 
window of opportunity to 
pull off the ambitious feat 
could shut in a few months. 


“Another winter and we 
might not be able to par¬ 
buckle," Sloane said, using 
the nautical term for right¬ 
ing a ship. He expressed 
concern that the ship 
might compress even fur¬ 
ther, making it impossible 
to pull it up upright and 
into a position so it can be 
floated away. 

The project calls for doz¬ 
ens of crane-like pulleys 
flanking the ship to slowly 
start tilting the vessel up¬ 
right at a rate of 3 meters 
(yards) per hour. In all, the 
parbuckling should take 
about 12 hours. 

On Monday several weld¬ 
ers moved like Spiderman 
on the now horizontal 
hull, securing steel pieces 
which will function like 
hooks. Steel chains weigh¬ 
ing 17,000 tons are being 
looped under the wreck to 
help pull it upright. So far 
18 chains have been laid, 
with the remaining four to 
be put in place over the

Earthquake rattles Dominican Republic 


Cuba: 

Athletes, artists embracing capitalism 


SANTO DOMINGO, Dominican Republic (AP) — A mag- 
nitude-4.9 earthquake has caused alarm but no signifi¬ 
cant reported damage in the Dominican Republic. The 
U.S. Geological Survey says the Monday morning quake 
was centered about 53 miles (85 kilometers) north of the 
capital of Santo Domingo and about 22 miles (37 kilo¬ 
meters) below the surface. The government fielded hun¬ 
dreds of emergency calls from jittery people across the 
Caribbean country, some of whom evacuated buildings 
and rushed into the streets. The earthquake also slightly 
disrupted phone and electricity service in some areas. 

Jamaica adopts smoking ban in public 

KINGSTON, Jamaica (AP) — People caught lighting up in 
bars, restaurants and other enclosed public spaces now 
face hefty penalties in Jamaica. The new law also prohib¬ 
its smoking in outdoor public spots such as bus stops and 
open-air sports stadiums. Health Minister Fenton Ferguson 
says businesses will have six months to post “no smoking" 
signs and all tobacco products have to include graph¬ 
ic new warnings about the health effects of lighting up. 
Police commanders say they will likely issue warnings to 
violators for now while they wait for the public to be sen¬ 
sitized to the new law. First-time offenders could be fined 
up to $500 or face three months in a lockup. 

Cayman police say US man died diving 

GEORGETOWN, Cayman Islands (AP) —Cayman Islands 
police have named the 73-year-old American tourist who 
died while scuba diving last week. The Royal Cayman Is¬ 
lands Police Service said the dead tourist was James Klein 
of Erlanger, Kentucky. Police say Klein died Wednesday 
after losing consciousness while ascending along an un¬ 
derwater cliff. He was given CPR and transported to shore 
but was declared dead at a clinic. He was vacationing 
with his wife in Little Cayman, a tiny island in the British 
territory that is often ranked among the world’s best dive 
locations. 

Jamaica police seize pot haul on patrol 

KINGSTON, Jamaica (AP) — Jamaican police have seized 
just over 2,000 pounds (907 kilograms) of marijuana and 
35 pounds (16 kilograms) of hashish during a routine pa¬ 
trol in a south coast town. 

The police force's marine division seized the cache of 
contraband wrapped in plastic after finding a small boat 
hidden in mangroves in the coastal community of Old 
Harbour. Officers found bundles containing the drugs 
stored on the boat. Police said they have made no arrests 
in connection with the find. Jamaica is the Caribbean’s 
largest producer and exporter of marijuana. Plants are 
grown mostly on the sides of mountains or hidden among 
other crops. 

Grenada limits mining to small projects 

ST. GEORGE'S, Grenada (AP) — The government of Gre¬ 
nada says two beaches it declared open to sand min¬ 
ing will only supply small-scale construction projects such 
as homes. Works Minister Gregory Bowen said that major 
public and private construction projects will be barred 
from using sand at the Galby and Grand Bacolet areas in 
the island’s rural eastern region. While Grenada banned 
sand mining in 2009, an amendment to the law allows the 
environment minister to make certain exceptions.

Harvey to start All-Star Game Rivera to finish?

NEW YORK (AP) - The first 
and last pitch of the All-Star 
game could well be "New 
York, New York." 

Young ace Matt Harvey of 
the Mets will start for the Na¬ 
tional League on his home 
mound. Mariano Rivera, in 
his final season, may well 
finish for the AL. 

"Having the opportunity 
to take the ball is some¬ 
thing I'll never forget,” Har¬ 
vey said Monday. On July 
16 last year, Harvey was 
pitching for Triple-A Buffalo 
against Toledo before 5,885 
fans at Coca-Cola Field. 
On Tuesday night, he'll be 
starting against Detroit’s 
Max Scherzer in front of a 
sellout crowd at Citi Field 
and a worldwide television 
audience. At 24, Harvey is 
the youngest All-Star start¬ 
ing pitcher since the Mets’ 
Dwight Gooden in 1988, 


when he was 23. Harvey will 
be the first pitcher from the 
host team to start an All- 
Star game since Houston’s 
Roger Clemens in 2004 and 
just the 11th overall. 

"It really wouldn’t have 
mattered what city we 
were playing in with the 
year that he’s had, the im¬ 
pressive numbers that he’s 
put up," said San Francis¬ 
co’s Bruce Bochy," the NL 
manager. "He would have 
been the starting pitcher.” 
Harvey, 7-2 with a 2.35 ERA 
and an NL-high 147 strike¬ 
outs, has made 29 major 
league starts - the few¬ 
est for an All-Star starter 
since Hideo Nomo with 13 
in 1995. Big league hitters 
can’t stop talking about his 
heater. 

His fastball velocity of 95.2 
mph is 0.1 mph behind 
Washington's Stephen 
Strasburg, the major league 
leader this year, according 


to fangraphs.com. 

"He's a power guy that at¬ 
tacks hitters,” said Minne¬ 
sota catcher Joe Mauer, a 
two-time AL batting cham¬ 
pion. "He has four above- 
average pitches.” 

Harvey throws the hardest 
slider and curve in the ma¬ 
jors, and he ranks second in 
swinging strikes at 12.7 per¬ 
cent, just behind Texas' Yu 
Darvish (13.3) and ahead 
of Scherzer (12.3). 

"I don't even know what 
he’s throwing. He throws 
everything,” Washington’s 
Bryce Harper said. 

Scherzer, 28, had the most 
dominant first half in a 
quarter-century, in terms of 
wins. His 13-0 record before 
Saturday’s loss to Texas was 
the most wins in a perfect 
start since Clemens won his 
first 14 decisions in 1986. 
Detroit’s Justin Verlander 
was the AL starter and los¬ 
er last year. Scherzer (13- 


1, 3.10 ERA) joins him to 
become the first pitchers 
from the same club to start 
consecutive All-Star games 
since Arizona's Randy 
Johnson (2000-01) and Curt 
Schilling (2002). 

"We go throughout the 
season and we see guys 
who absolutely deal, and 
for skipper to give me the 
nod over those guys just 
means so much to me,” 
Scherzer said as he sat 
next to Tigers manager Jim 
Leyland, who will pilot the 
American League squad. 
Rivera, at 43 the oldest All- 
Star this year, sat in Jackie 
Robinson Rotunda in front 
of a large blue sculpture 
of Robinson’s ”42” - fitting 
given that the number was 
retired for all teams in 1997 
on the 50th anniversary of 
the day Robinson broke 
baseball's color barrier.

Froome looks 
unbeatable in 
Tour quest

ENTRECHAUX, France (AP) 

—There appears to be little 
to stop Chris Froome from 
reaching the Champs-Ely- 
sees on Sunday in the yel¬ 
low jersey and becoming 
the second straight British 
cyclist to win the Tour de 
France. 

After another brutal attack 
in the mountains on Sun¬ 
day, Froome leads Bauke 
Mollema and Alberto Con- 
tador by more than four 
minutes with only six stages 
left — four of them suited 
to him. There is a time trial 
on Wednesday, followed 
by three straight days of 
tortuous climbs in the Alps. 
But winning looks like the 
easy part. 

The 28-year-old Froome's 
physical superiority at the 
100th Tour has raised eye¬ 
brows, practically inevi¬ 
table in the climate of sus¬ 
picion that haunts cycling 
after Lance Armstrong was 
stripped of his seven titles 
for serial doping.

ROME (AP) — Italian police 
confiscated unknown sub¬ 
stances Monday in a raid 
on the hotel where Jamai¬ 
can sprinters Asafa Powell 
and Sherone Simpson were 
staying after each tested 
positive for banned stimu¬ 
lants. 

Rooms of the athletes and 
physical trainer Christopher 
Xuereb of Canada were 
searched and drugs and 
muscle supplements were 
seized, Udine police cap¬ 
tain Antonio Pisapia told 
The Associated Press. 
Pisapia said it was unclear 
if the drugs and muscle 
supplements were legal 
or illicit and that the sub¬ 
stances were being ana¬ 
lyzed. 

“We are examining the 
substances now," Pisa¬ 
pia said. “No arrests have 
been made and nobody 
has been placed under in¬ 
vestigation.” 

Meanwhile, discus thrower 


Allison Randall acknowl¬ 
edged that she was one of 
the five Jamaican athletes 
who tested positive for 
the stimulant oxilofrine at 
the Jamaican champion¬ 
ships last month, along with 
Powell, a former world-re- 
cord holder at 100 meters, 
and Simpson. 

Randall holds the island’s 
record for the discus 
throw and competed at 
the London Olympics. Her 
statement says she was 
“shocked and surprised” at 
the findings and hopes her 
backup sample will clear 
her name. 

The Jamaica Athletics 
Administrative Associa¬ 
tion issued a brief state¬ 
ment Monday saying an 
anti-doping management 
process has started for the 
athletes. It did not identify 
the two other athletes who 
tested positive. 

Both Powell and Simpson 
train under Stephen Fran¬ 
cis, a coach at the high- 
profile MVP Track and Field 


Club in Jamaica. In an in¬ 
terview on Jamaican radio 
station HITZ 92 on Monday, 
Francis blamed the posi¬ 
tive tests on Xuereb. 

“We are not disowning 
Asafa, we are just saying 
this relates to his personal 
employee. The trainer has 
nothing to do with MVP,” 
Francis said. 

Francis told the radio sta¬ 
tion that he told Powell to 
only trust people who were 
with him from the start. 

“If you are going to sink, 
sink with people who were 
always around,” he said. 
The raid at the Fra i Pini ho¬ 
tel in Lignano Sabbiadoro 
in northeastern Italy came 
in stark contrast to the usu¬ 
al warm reception that the 
runners generally receive 
in Lignano, and the town’s 
mayor, Luca Fanotto, rec¬ 
ommended “caution” be¬ 
fore drawing conclusions. 
“The Jamaican team has 
chosen the sports facilities 
of Lignano Sabbiadoro as 
their training base for years 


and they never forget to 
thank the city from podi- 
ums all over the world,” 
Fanotto said in a state¬ 
ment. 

A local athletics meet is 
scheduled for Tuesday in 
Lignano and the Jamai¬ 
cans had been scheduled 
to compete as they do 


most years. However, nei¬ 
ther Powell nor Simpson 
were on start lists released 
Monday. 

The police captain with 
the specialized NAS unit 
added that Powell and 
Simpson were informed of 
the positive tests Saturday 
morning. □

Baseball began drug test¬ 
ing for the 2003 season, 
added penalties the fol¬ 
lowing year, banned am¬ 
phetamines in 2006 and 
started HGH blood testing 
last year. Critics said base¬ 
ball didn't move quickly 
enough. 

“People say, ‘Well, you 
were slow to react.’ We 
were not slow to react,” 
Selig said Monday. “In fact, 
I heard that this morning, 
and it aggravated me all 
over again.” 

There were eight violations 
of the major league drug 
program last year, and 
All-Star game MVP Melky 
Cabrera was among those 
who served a 50-game sus¬ 
pension following a posi¬ 
tive PEDs test. There have 
been no suspensions in the 
big leagues this year. 
During a question-and- 
answer session arranged 
by Politico, a question was 
sent by Will, identified as 
an 8-year-old in Los Ange¬ 
les. He asked: “How old 
will I be when ... you can 
say that there are no more 
cheaters in baseball, not 
one?” 

“Will, this is what I would say 


to you,” Selig responded. “I 
used to object way back 
when, when people would 
talk about steroids. They’re 
not a baseball problem or a 
football problem or a bas¬ 
ketball problem. They're a 
societal problem.” 

Selig, who turns 79 on July 
30, also denied his willing¬ 
ness to combat steroids has 
increased during his time 
in office, which started in 
1992. 

“Some people say now 
that I’m over-vigilant be¬ 
cause I’m worried about 
my legacy," he said. 
“That's nonsense. That’s 
the silliest thing I've ever 
heard. This is in the best 
interests of baseball. I was 
brought up to understand 
that you are to do what’s in 
the best interest of this sport 
no matter what, even if it’s 
painful, and we’re going to 
do that.” 

He maintained the majority 
of players object to being 
tainted as playing in what’s 
referred to as the Steroids 
Era. 

“Most players on their team 
didn’t do anything. They 
were as clean as could 
be,” he said. “So the Ste¬ 
roid Era in short to some 
people implies, well every¬ 
body did it. That's wrong, 
and it’s unfair.” 


According to Selig, Major 
League Baseball’s decision 
to hire former U.S. Secret 
Service director Mark Sul¬ 
livan to assist in its Biogen¬ 
esis probe was evidence of 
baseball's effort to ensure 
there are “no stones un¬ 
turned.” 

“We have many groups, 
consulting groups that are 
working on this whole inves¬ 
tigation,” he said. 

Selig has said repeatedly 
he intends to retire, only 
to change his mind. His 
current term runs through 
December 2014, and he 
has made no effort to start 
planning for a successor. 
“That’s a subject that I’m 
going to put off for a while.

World Peace says he’ll sign with Knicks

LAS VEGAS (AP) — Metta 
World Peace said Mon¬ 
day he’ll be coming home 
to play for the New York 
Knicks, just days after 
the veteran forward was 
waived by the Los Angeles 
Lakers. 

The Knicks said a con¬ 
tract has not been signed 
the former NBA Defensive 
Player of the Year, but 
an agreement has been 
reached. 

“The team is amazing, the 
players. I’m excited to play 
and hustle,” World Peace 
said while attending the 
NBA summer league in Las 
Vegas. 

World Peace, who grew 
up in New York City and 
attended university there, 
was waived Thursday by 
the Lakers, who used the 
amnesty clause to cre¬ 
ate salary cap space. The 
6-foot-7 forward will still be 
paid the $7.7 million that 
was owed to him by the 


Lakers. 

“It has nothing to do with 
New York, the city,” World 
Peace said. “The only thing 
that’s important are those 
players that I’m going to 
be joining and touching 
that hallway with. That's 
all that’s important right 
now.” 

“I don't think I’m a missing 
piece (to a puzzle),” he 
said. “I'm more honored to 
be playing with these play¬ 
ers." 

Marc Cornstein, World 
Peace’s agent, said the 
new deal came about 
pretty quickly. The Knicks 
expressed interest right af¬ 
ter they were allowed to 
reach out to the forward, 
who legally changed his 
name from Ron Artest dur¬ 
ing his tenure with the Lak¬ 
ers. 

“He's really excited to 
be joining his hometown 
team. That’s obviously 
been something that’s 
been a dream of his since 
growing up in Queens- 


bridge (in Queens),” Corn¬ 
stein said. “He's just thrilled 
to be joining the New York 
Knicks." 

In 14 NBA seasons with five 
teams. World Peace has 
averaged 14.1 points and 
4.7 rebounds per game. 

He averaged 12.4 points 
and 5.0 rebounds in 75 
games last season. The 
33-year-old tore knee car¬ 
tilage in March and clearly 
wasn’t the same player af¬ 
terward. He didn't play in 
the last game of San Anto¬ 
nio’s four-game sweep of 
the Lakers in the first round 
of the NBA playoffs. 

The Atlanta Hawks, mean¬ 
while, signed two-time 
NBA All-Star Elton Brand 
on Monday, picking up 
a player who can bolster 
their depth in the front- 
court and provide veteran 
leadership in the locker 
room. 

The 34-year-old Brand, the 
No. 1 overall pick in the 
1999 NBA draft, averaged 
7.2 points and 6.0 rebounds 


per game last season with 
the Dallas Mavericks, well 
below his career average 
of 17.4 points and 9.1 re¬ 
bounds. 

Also Monday, the De¬ 
troit Pistons officially an¬ 
nounced the signing of Ital¬ 
ian forward Luigi Datome. 
The Pistons agreed to a $3.5 
million, two-year contract 


last week with Datome, 
who has played profes¬ 
sionally in Italy since 2003 
and has been a member 
of the Italian national team 
since 2007.

This year's race is the first 
since Armstrong lost his 
titles, and Froome under¬ 
stands the tone of the ques¬ 
tions. Still, he was unhappy 
that doping became a 
main topic of his news 
conference on Monday’s 
rest day. That followed his 
stage win on Mont Ven- 
toux, a mammoth climb in 
Provence that he tamed 
with two blistering attacks 
and where he left Con- 
tador — the 2007 and ‘09 
Tour champion — lagging 
behind. 

“I just think it’s quite sad that 
we’re sitting here the day 
after the biggest victory 
of my life ... quite a historic 
win, talking about doping,” 
Froome said. “Plere I am 
basically being accused 
of being a cheaf and a liar 
and that's not cool. 

“To compare me with 
Lance, I mean, Lance 
cheated. I’m not cheating. 
End of story.” 

With so many of cycling’s 
recent exploits later shown 
to have been drug-assist¬ 
ed, people understand¬ 
ably want to know whether 
they should continue be¬ 
lieving. Froome's perfor¬ 
mances are subject to 
intense debate on social 
media, cycling blogs and 
in mainstream media. 

“I can assure you that we 
are thinking very, very hard 
about the optimal way of 
proving to you guys that 


we're not doping,” Sky 
team manager Dave Brad¬ 
ford said Monday, adding 
that the World Anti-Doping 
Agency could help by ap¬ 
pointing an expert to scruti¬ 
nize Froome. 

“They can come and live 
with us,” Brailsfordsaid. 
“They can have all of our 
information. They can see 
all of our data.” 

Brailsford and Froome 
would much rather focus¬ 
ing on the Alps. 

And judging by what Con- 
tador saw on the 21-kilo¬ 
meter (13-mile) ascent up 
Ventoux, the Spaniard has 
every reason to fear more 


misery there. 

“My objective was to win 
the Tour, but (Froome) is a 
level above the rest,” Con- 
tadorsaid. 

If Contador thinks Ventoux 
was tough, then he will be 
dreading Thursday’s 18th 
stage — featuring two big 
climbs up I'AIpe d'Huez, 
one of fhe Tour’s most 
famed mounfain passes. 
Thaf is bad enough, but 
Friday's 204.5-kilometer 
(127-mile) trek from Bourg 
d’Oisans to Le Grand-Bor- 
nand looks horrendous. 
There is simply no respite. 
The day begins with two 
massive climbs, known as 


HC (Flors Categorie, es¬ 
sentially meaning they are 
beyond classification be¬ 
cause they are so tough) 
and finishes with two nasty 
Category 1 climbs, a level 
just below HC but still in¬ 
credibly hard. 

For good measure, Satur¬ 
day's stage ends with a 
10.7-kilometer (6.6-mile) HC 
climb up to Semnoz. 
Froome, however, remains 
wary of Confador. 

“There are a lot of very ea¬ 
ger racers in fhe peloton 
left with a lot still to prove,” 
Froome said. “For us it’s 
about keeping the yellow 
jersey and riding in what¬ 


ever way we can to best 
defend (it). I don’t think we 
are necessarily on a mis¬ 
sion to try and win every 
mountain top finish.” 

There is a glimmer of hope 
for Contador, however, 
because Froome’s Sky 
teammates have strug¬ 
gled at times.

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Magnetic CEO, Alibaba jackpot rejuvenate Yahoo

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Not much had been go¬ 
ing right for Yahoo until it 
lured Marissa Mayer away 
from Google to become 
its CEO last summer. The 
move is shaping up as the 
best thing to happen to 
Yahoo since 2005 when it 
invested $1 billion in what 
was then a little-known In¬ 
ternet company in China, 
Alibaba. 

Mayer’s magnetism and Al¬ 
ibaba's prosperity are now 
combining to transform Ya¬ 
hoo Inc. from a tale of woe 
into a comeback story that 
is winning over Silicon Val¬ 
ley and Wall Street. 

People are spending more 
time on Yahoo's flag¬ 
ship website. Talented 
engineers and entrepre¬ 
neurs are coming to work 
for the company. Inves¬ 
tors are adding its long- 
languishing stock to their 
portfolios again. The signs 
of renewed inferesf and 
hope mark a dramatic 
change from the feelings 
of hopelessness that had 
enveloped Yahoo under 
the direction of six CEOs in 
the six years leading up to 
Mayer’s appointment. 
Yahoo's reversal of fortune 
will be in fhe spotlighf Tues¬ 
day when fhe Sunnyvale, 
California, company re¬ 
leases ifs second-quarfer 
financial results on the one- 
year anniversary of Mayer’s 
surprise hiring from Google. 
Mayer, 38, had been a top 
executive who played a 
key role in Google's evolu¬ 
tion from startup to pow¬ 
erhouse. Tuesday’s results 
aren’t expected to be 
anything special, but that 
probably won’t matter as 
long as Mayer can keep 
convincing people that 
Yahoo is making steady 
progress after years of aim¬ 
lessness. 

Since her arrival, Mayer 
has orchestrated 17 ac¬ 
quisitions, including a $1.1 
billion purchase of Inter¬ 
net blogging service Tum¬ 
ble Yahoo’s biggest in a 
decade. Yahoo’s home 
page, email and Flickr pho¬ 
to service have all been 
redesigned, and a few 
mobile applications have 
been upgraded, helping 
to increase use of the com¬ 


pany's Internet services. 
And Yahoo’s revenue is in¬ 
creasing, if ever so slightly, 
after three straight years of 
decline. 

Despite all that, Mayer 
can’t take much credit for 
Yahoo's resurgent stock. 
Most of the 75 percent in¬ 
crease in the shares has 
been driven by the rising 
value of the company's 
stake in Alibaba Group, 
which owns a network of 
bustling e-commerce and 
digital payment services in 
China. 


“The performance of Ya¬ 
hoo's stock under Marissa 
has virtually nothing to do 
with what everyone asso¬ 
ciates with Yahoo — the 
U.S. operations,” Macqua¬ 
rie Capital analyst Ben 
Schachter said. “We really 
haven't seen a significant 
change in the operations 
yet.” Mayer wasn’t in¬ 
volved in the initial invest¬ 
ment in Alibaba. Shortly af¬ 
ter Mayer came on board, 
however, Yahoo realized 
a $7.6 billion windfall by 
selling roughly half of its 
Alibaba stake back to the 
Chinese company. 
Investors have been 
pleased with what Mayer 
has done with the money. 
She has used most of the 
after-tax proceeds to buy 
back Yahoo’s stock, a 
tactic that has tunneled 
money back to them and 
boosted the company's 
earnings per share by re¬ 
ducing the amount of 
outstanding stock. Yahoo 
ended April with 1.08 bil¬ 
lion outstanding shares, a 
decrease of 102 million, or 


9 percent, from last July. 
Yahoo still owns a 24 per¬ 
cent stake in Alibaba. 
Schachter estimates that 
could bring in another $20 
billion when Yahoo sells the 
rest of its holdings. Some 
of the money is expected 
to come in when Alibaba 
makes an eagerly antici¬ 
pated initial public offering 
of sfock, expected by early 
next year. The rest would 
come some time after the 
Chinese company goes 
public. 

That looming jackpot is the 


main reason that Yahoo's 
stock has climbed so much 
during Mayer’s tenure. The 
run-up has occurred even 
though Yahoo has still been 
losing ground to Google 
and Facebook Inc. in the 
Internet ad market that 
generates most of their 
revenue. The trend is likely 
to surface once again in 
Tuesday’s earnings report. 
While Alibaba has boosted 
Yahoo's stock in the short 
term, Mayer is trying to set 
the stage for a comeback 
in the long term. 

“As I’ve said before, com¬ 
panies with the best talent 
win, and it’s clear we’re 
now back in the game,” 
Mayer declared during Ya¬ 
hoo’s most recent earnings 
conference call in April. 
Mayer, who declined in¬ 
terview requests through a 
spokeswoman, describes 
her turnaround plan then 
as a “series of sprints” that 
will take several years to fin¬ 
ish. She believes she com¬ 
pleted the first phase by 
improving employee mo¬ 
rale at Yahoo and ending 


the three-year downturn in 
Yahoo’s annual revenue. 

It was a modest achieve¬ 
ment, given that Yahoo’s 
revenue increased by just 
2 percent last year, after 
its ad commissions. The 
growth lagged the 15 per¬ 
cent increase in the overall 
U.S. digital advertising mar¬ 
ket last year, according to 
the Interactive Advertising 
Bureau. Facebook's reve¬ 
nue grew 37 percent over 
the same period, while 
Google’s was up 21 per¬ 
cent, excluding revenue 
from last year’s acquisition 
of Motorola Mobility. 

Mayer is now focused on 
redesigning Yahoo's Inter¬ 
net services and improving 
its applications for smart¬ 
phones and tablets in an 
effort to persuade people 
to check in more frequent¬ 
ly and stay for longer peri¬ 
ods of fime. 

The makeover of Yahoo’s 
home page, in particular, 
appears to be winning over 
Web surfers. In May, the to¬ 
tal amount of time spent 
on Yahoo.com in the U.S. 
rose by 36 percent from 
the same time last year, 
according to research firm 
comScore. That followed a 
35 percent year-over-year 
increase in April and a 26 
percent increase in March. 
The increased usage gives 
Yahoo more opportuni¬ 
ties to show ads, although 
Mayer has repeatedly 
warned it may be two or 
three more years until the 
company's revenue is 
keeping pace with the rest 
of the market. 

S&P Capital IQ analyst 
Scott Kessler said that while 
Alibaba is the primary 
springboard for Yahoo’s 
stock, some credit also 
belongs to Mayer for her 
ideas and the credibility 
she brought after spending 
13 years helping to build 
Google into the Internet’s 
most powerful company. 
“Yahoo had been fhoughf 
of as an also-ran and 
now it's a player again. A 
lot of fhaf has to do with 
Marissa’s presence,” Kes¬ 
sler said. “She could have 
done just about anything 
she wanted, but she chose 
to become Yahoo’s CEO, 
and that said a lot.” 
Mayer's pedigree also has 
helped persuade more 


startups to sell themselves 
to Yahoo, bringing along 
their expertise and innova¬ 
tions. Yahoo's 17 acquisi¬ 
tions under Mayer have 
mostly been deals so small 
that the company hasn’t 
had to disclose the price 
that it paid. The one excep¬ 
tion: the Tumblr purchase. 
It's a $1.1 billion gamble 
that Yahoo might not have 
afforded, if not for the cash 
coming in from its propi¬ 
tious Alibaba investment. 
That 2005 Alibaba deal 
was pulled off by two of 
Mayer's frequently ma¬ 
ligned predecessors as Ya¬ 
hoo CEO, former movie stu¬ 
dio mogul Terry Semel and 
company co-founder Jerry 
Yang. At that time, Yahoo 
was looking for a way to 
reduce its direct exposure 
to China while still retaining 
some exposure to what has 
turned into world's largest 
Internet market. 

Alibaba has since blos¬ 
somed into one of the 
world's fastest growing In¬ 
ternet companies with rev¬ 
enue last year of $1.8 bil¬ 
lion, an 80 percent increase 
from 2011. Alibaba’s earn¬ 
ings more than doubled 
last year to $642 million. 
Semel was Yahoo’s CEO 
at the time of the Alibaba 
investment. He resigned in 
2007 under pressure from 
shareholders who were 
unhappy with Yahoo's de¬ 
teriorating financial perfor¬ 
mance. He was succeed¬ 
ed by Yang, whose friend¬ 
ship with Alibaba founder 
Jack Ma and connecfions 
in China paved fhe way 
for the deal. Yang resigned 
as CEO in late 2008 amid 
shareholder outrage over 
a squandered opportunity 
to sell Yahoo to Microsoft 
Corp. for $47.5 billion, or 
$33 per share. Not long 
after Microsoft withdrew 
its offer, Yahoo’s stock fell 
into a deep funk that kept 
its price below $20 for more 
than four years. Now, it may 
not be much longer before 
Yahoo’s stock surpasses 
the price offered by Mi¬ 
crosoft. The shares closed 
Monday at $27.34, up from 
$15.65 when Mayer took 
over. “In hindsight, the Al¬ 
ibaba investment was the 
single greatest creation of 
value that Yahoo has ever 
done," Schachter said. □

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HP names 3 new board members amid turnaround push 


NEW YORK (AP) — Hewlett- 
Packard Co. has named 
three new members to its 
board, including former ex¬ 
ecutives from McDonald’s 
and Microsoft, as it forges 
ahead with its turnaround 
push. 

The company said Mon¬ 
day that it appointed for¬ 
mer McDonald's CEO Jim 
Skinner; Raymond Ozzie, 
former chief software ar¬ 
chitect at Microsoft Corp.; 
and Robert Bennett, for¬ 
mer president and CEO of 
Liberty Media Corp. 

The appointments, which 
are effective immediately, 
boost the number of direc¬ 
tors to 12, up from nine. 

HP has been struggling 
amid declining PC sales, 
with people spending their 


money on smartphones 
and tablet computers in¬ 
stead. Like many other PC 
manufacturers, HP was 
slow to respond to the shift 
and then stumbled trying 
to catch up with Apple Inc. 



and other manufacturers, 
such as Samsung Electron¬ 
ics Co., that make devices 
running Google Inc.’s An¬ 
droid operating system. 


The new appointments 
come three months after 
HP announced that Chair¬ 
man Ray Lane was step¬ 
ping down and two other 
board members were leav¬ 
ing in a shake-up spurred 
by disgruntled stockhold¬ 
ers stung by the compa¬ 
ny’s downfall. The two who 
left had been the longest 
serving members on the 
board and were targeted 
by shareholders primar¬ 
ily because their roles on 
the board had given them 
oversight over HP’s acqui¬ 
sition strategy. Most of the 
company’s major deals in 
recent years have gone 
badly, saddling HP with 
losses of more than $17 bil¬ 
lion since 2010. 

Lane remains on the board 


as a regular member. Ralph 
Whitworth, a shareholder 
activist on the board, was 
named interim chairman in 
April. HP said Monday that 
it was still seeking a perma¬ 
nent chairman as well as 
additional directors in the 
coming months. 

On the latest appoint¬ 
ments, CEO Meg Whitman 
said in a statement that 
“it’s a huge benefit to be 
able to get advice from 
a board made up of such 
experienced business and 
technology leaders. For 
their part, Dob, Ray and 
Jim have just about seen it 
all during their careers.” 
Whitman has portrayed 
HP's turnaround as a multi¬ 
year effort. She has been 
overhauling the compa¬ 


ny's product line and push¬ 
ing into more profitable 
niches in business software, 
data analysis and storage 
and technology consult¬ 
ing. HP also is in the process 
of eliminating nearly 30,000 
jobs and shedding other 
expenses. 

The Palo Alto, Calif., com¬ 
pany says Skinner is join¬ 
ing the audit, human re¬ 
sources and compensa¬ 
tion and nominating and 
governance committees. 
Ozzie will join the technol¬ 
ogy and finance and in¬ 
vestment committees and 
Bennett will join the finance 
and investment and audit 
committees.

Stocks edge higher, extending a hot start to July

NEW YORK (AP) — Boeing 
helped the stock market 
edge higher Monday, ex¬ 
tending a scorching start 
to July. The plane maker’s 
stock was one of the stand¬ 
outs as the Standard & 
Poor's 500 index rose for an 
eighth straight day, its lon¬ 
gest streak of gains since 
January. 

Boeing gained $3.79, or 3.7 
percent, to $105.66 after it 
was found that batteries 
were not the cause of a 
fire on one of its 787 aircraft 
at London’s Heathrow air¬ 
port Friday. Earlier this year, 
smoldering batteries on two 
787s caused the plane to 
be grounded for more than 
three months. 

The gains continued a hot 
streak for the market this 
month. Stocks rose to re¬ 
cord levels last week after 
Federal Reserve Chairman 
Ben Bernanke said the cen¬ 
tral bank would not ease its 
stimulus before the econo¬ 
my was ready. The central 
banker’s comments also 
stemmed a rise in Treasury 
yields. “The general bias to 
the market is up,” said Da¬ 
vid Kelly, chief global strat¬ 
egist at JPMorgan Funds. 
“You can see a clear path 
to economic growth in the 
United States.” 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average rose 19.96 points, 
or 0.1 percent, to close at 
15,484.26. 


The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index rose 2.31 points, also 
0.1 percent, to 1,682.50. The 
S&P is up 4.8 percent so far 
in July, putting it on track to 
surpass the 5 percent gain 
it had in January. Both the 
Dow and S&P are at all- 
time highs. 

The Nasdaq composite 
rose 7.41 points, or 0.2 per¬ 
cent, to 3,607.49. 
Small-company stocks had 
the biggest gains Monday. 
That’s a sign investors are 
becoming confident in 
taking on more risk in ex¬ 
change for the possibility of 
greater returns. The Russell 
2000 rose 6.78 points, or 0.7 
percent, to 1,043.30, bring¬ 
ing its gains for the year 
to 22.8 percent. That’s far 
ahead of the S&P's year-to- 
date gain of 18 percent. 
Investors will be listening 
to comments from Ber¬ 
nanke again this week for 
more clues about the cen¬ 
tral bank's outlook for the 
economy. The Fed chair¬ 
man will give his semi-an¬ 
nual testimony to Congress 
on Wednesday. The central 
bank is currently buying $85 
billion of bonds a month to 
keep interest rates low and 
to encourage borrowing 
and hiring. 

The pace of companies 
reporting earnings will also 
increase this week.

da's largest supermarket 
chain said Monday that it 
has agreed to purchase 
the country’s biggest phar¬ 
macy chain for $11.9 billion 
(CA$12.4 billion) in cash 
and stock. 

Loblaw Companies Ltd. 
said that by buying Shop¬ 
pers Drug Mart Corp. it 
would create a retail giant 
with more than $40 billon 
(CA$42 billion) in revenue 
and gain access to the 
growing small-urban store 
sector. 

“I have long believed 
that the next chapter for 
growth at Loblaw should 
be based in a vision that 
combined health, wellness 
and nutrition. Loblaw com¬ 
bining with Shoppers Drug 
Mart is the ultimate expres¬ 
sion of that vision,” said 
Galen Weston, executive 
chairman of Loblaw, in a 
conference call with ana¬ 
lysts Monday. 

“Not only does this trans¬ 
action make compelling fi¬ 
nancial sense, it establishes 
a truly innovative platform 
for the future,” Weston 
said. 

The offer is worth $59.22 
(CA$61.54) per Shop¬ 
pers Drug Mart common 
share — about 29 percent 
above the recent average 
trading price for the Shop¬ 
pers stock — with about 54 
percent of the price paid 
in cash. 

Loblaw is offering $31.93 
(CA$33.18) in cash plus 
about six-tenths of a Lo¬ 
blaw share for each Shop¬ 
pers Drug Mart common 
share. 

Shoppers shares were 
up $12.22 (CA$12.70), 

or about 26 percent, at 
$58.80 (CA$61.10), while 
Loblaw shares were up 
$3.32 (CA$3.45), or about 7 
percent, at $49.08 (CA$51) 
on the Toronto Stock Ex¬ 
change in morning trad¬ 
ing. 

Under the terms of the 
agreement, which is 
still subject to approv¬ 
als, Shoppers will keep its

Among them: proposed 
new regulations that will 
require big banks to hold 
more capital, rising interest 
rates that could dampen 
demand for mortgages 
and a slowdown in growth 
in emerging market coun¬ 
tries, on which Citigroup is 
heavily reliant.

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Bitten by hungry T. rex, this dinosaur got away

NEW YORK (AP) — The fearsome 
bite of a hungry Tyrannosaurus rex 
left behind new evidence that the 
famous beast hunted for food and 
wasn’t just a scavenger. 
Researchers found a part of a T. 
rex tooth wedged between two 
tailbones of a duckbill dinosaur 
unearthed in northwestern South 
Dakota. The tooth was partially 
enclosed by regrown bone, indi¬ 
cating the smaller duckbill had es¬ 
caped from the T. rex and lived for 
months or years afterward. 

Since the duckbill was alive and 
not just a carcass when it met the 
T. rex, the fossil provides definitive 
evidence that T. rex hunted live 
animals, researchers say in Mon¬ 
day’s issue of the Proceedings of 
the National Academy of Scienc¬ 
es. The fossil, from around 67 million 
years ago, indicates the T. rex bit 
the duckbill from behind and “in¬ 
tended to take it for a meal,” said 
David Burnham of the University of 
Kansas, an author of the report. 

It’s not clear whether there was a 
chase involved, he said.

Experts who didn’t participate in ample evidence that T. rex went 
the study said there was already after live animals as well as scav¬ 


enging carcasses. It brought a 
bone-shattering bite and teeth up 
to a 1 foot (25 centimeters) long 
to each task. The new fossil is the 
first to include a T. rex tooth em¬ 
bedded in the bones of its prey, 
giving “extremely strong physical 
evidence that the attacker was a 
tyrannosaur,” said Thomas Holtz, 
Jr., of the University of Maryland. 
“It's one other bit of evidence (for 
hunting) fully consistent with the 
other data already established 
from lots and lots of lines of evi¬ 
dence," Holtz said. 

You might think a T. rex would take 
down anything in sight, but Jack 
Horner of Montana State Univer¬ 
sity said it apparently preyed on 
the weak, the sick and the young 
instead. It makes sense that T. rex 
also scavenged, said Kenneth 
Carpenter, curator of paleontolo¬ 
gy at the Utah State University East 
Prehistoric Museum. 

“If there’s a free meal, why not?" 
he asked. But decay can make 
carcasses toxic after a while, he 
said, and “at that point, T. rex is 
going to have no choice but to 
hunt.’O 


New tiny moon found orbiting faraway Neptune 


Countries mull 
Antarctic marine 
sanctuary plans 

BERLIN (AP) — Countries 
that regulate fishing in the 
Antarctic are meeting in 
an effort to break an im¬ 
passe over proposals to 
create marine sanctuaries 
off the continent’s coast. 
The Commission for the 
Conservation of Antarctic 
Marine Living Resources, 
which brings together 24 
countries and the Europe¬ 
an Union, meets Monday 
and Tuesday in the Ger¬ 
man port city of Bremer- 
haven. 

Countries including Russia, 
Ukraine and China balked 
last year at a plan put for¬ 
ward by the U.S. and New 
Zealand to protect the Ross 
Sea, considered one of the 
world’s most pristine. There 
is also disagreement over 
an Australian-European 
plan for a sanctuary cov¬ 
ering a number of areas of 
the Southern Ocean in the 
eastern hemisphere.. 
Deputy German agri¬ 
culture minister Peter 
Bleser urged delegates 
to “take this opportu¬ 
nity” to advance marine 
protection.^

was scheduled to reach $1 
billion by the end of 2013. 
The company released a 
statement Monday morn¬ 
ing noting, “Much of this 
money is being invested in 
nurturing new talent and 
producing great new mu¬ 
sic. We're 100% commit¬ 
ted to making Spotify the 
most artist-friendly music 
service possible and are 
constantly talking to artists 
and managers about how 
Spotify can help build their 


careers. 

Yorke and Godrich — who 
say the decision only ap¬ 
plies to the Atoms album, 
Yorke’s solo record “The 
Eraser” and Godrich’s Ul- 
traista project and not the 
Radiohead catalog — say 
they're standing up for their 
fellow musicians.

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Delusions Of Populism

Have you heard about “libertar¬ 
ian populism” yet? If not, you will. 
It will surely be touted all over the 
airwaves and the opinion pages 
by the same kind of people who 
assured you, a few years ago, 
that Rep. Paul Ryan was the 
very model of a Serious, Honest 
Conservative. So let me make a 
helpful public service announce¬ 
ment: It’s bunk. 

Some background: These are 
tough times for members of the 
conservative intelligentsia - those 
denizens of think tanks and opin¬ 
ion pages who dream of Repub¬ 
licans once again becoming 
“the party of ideas.” (Whether 
they ever were that party is an¬ 
other question.) 

For a while, they thought they 
had found their wonk hero in 
the person of Ryan. But the fa¬ 
mous Ryan plan turned out to be 
crude smoke and mirrors, and I 
suspect that even conservatives 
privately realize that its author is 
more huckster than visionary. So 
what’s the next big idea? 

Enter libertarian populism. The 
idea here is that there exists a 
pool of disaffected working-class 
white voters who failed to turn 
out last year but can be mobi¬ 
lized again with the right kind 
of conservative economic pro¬ 
gram - and that this remobiliza¬ 
tion can restore the Republican 
Party’s electoral fortunes. 

You can see why many on the 
right find this idea appealing. It 
suggests that Republicans can 
regain their former glory without 
changing much of anything - no 
need to reach out to nonwhite 
voters, no need to reconsider 
their economic ideology. You 
might also think that this sounds 
too good to be true - and you’d 
be right. The notion of libertarian 
populism is delusional on at least 
two levels. 

First, the notion that white mobi¬ 
lization is all it takes rests heavily 
on claims by the political analyst 
Sean Trende that Mitt Romney 
fell short last year largely be¬ 
cause of “missing white voters” 
- millions of “downscale, rural, 
Northern whites” who failed to 
show up at the polls. Conserva¬ 
tives opposed to any major shifts 
in the GOP position - and, in par¬ 
ticular, opponents of immigra¬ 
tion reform - quickly seized on 
Trende’s analysis as proof that no 
fundamental change is needed, 
just better messaging. 


But serious political scientists like 
Alan Abramowitz and Ruy Teix- 
eira have now weighed in and 
concluded that the missing- 
white-voter story is a myth. Yes, 
turnout among white voters was 
lower in 2012 than in 2008; so was 
turnout among nonwhite voters. 
Trende’s analysis basically imag¬ 
ines a world in which white turn¬ 
out rebounds to 2008 levels but 
nonwhite turnout doesn’t, and 
it’s hard to see why that makes 
sense. 

Suppose, however, that we put 
this debunking on one side and 
grant that Republicans could do 
better if they could inspire more 
enthusiasm among “downscale” 
whites. What can the party offer 
that might inspire such enthusi¬ 
asm? 

Well, as far as anyone can tell, at 
this point libertarian populism - as 
illustrated, for example, by the 
policy pronouncements of Sen. 
Rand Paul - consists of advocat¬ 
ing the same old policies, while 
insisting that they’re really good 
for the working class. Actually, 
they aren’t. But, in any case, it’s 
hard to imagine that proclaim¬ 
ing, yet again, the virtues of 
sound money and low marginal 
tax rates will change anyone’s 
mind. 

Moreover, if you look at what the 
modern Republican Party ac¬ 
tually stands for in practice, it’s 
clearly inimical to the interests of 
those downscale whites the par¬ 
ty can supposedly win back. Nei¬ 
ther a flat tax nor a return to the 
gold standard are actually on 
the table; but cuts in unemploy¬ 
ment benefits, food stamps and 
Medicaid are. (To the extent that 
there was any substance to the 
Ryan plan, it mainly involved sav¬ 
age cuts in aid to the poor.) And 
while many nonwhite Americans 
depend on these safety-net pro¬ 
grams, so do many less-well-off 
whites - the very voters libertarian 
populism is supposed to reach. 
Specifically, more than 60 per¬ 
cent of those benefiting from 
unemployment insurance are 
white. Slightly less than half of 
food stamp beneficiaries are 
white, but in swing states the pro¬ 
portion is much higher. For exam¬ 
ple, in Ohio, 65 percent of house¬ 
holds receiving food stamps are 
white. Nationally, 42 percent of 
Medicaid recipients are non- 
Hispanic whites, but, in Ohio, the 
number is 61 percent. 

So when Republicans engineer 
sharp cuts in unemployment 
benefits, block the expansion of 
Medicaid and seek deep cuts in 
food stamp funding - all of which 
they have, in fact, done - they 
may be disproportionately hurt¬ 
ing Those People; but they are 
also inflicting a lot of harm on the 
struggling Northern white families 
they are supposedly going to 
mobilize. 

Which brings us back to why 
libertarian populism is, as I said, 
bunk. You could, I suppose, ar¬ 
gue that destroying the safety 
net is a libertarian act - maybe 
freedom’s just another word for 
nothing left to lose. But populist 
it isn’t.□ 



Conservative Case For Immigration Reform

It’s beginning to look as though 
we’re not going to get an im¬ 
migration reform law this year. 
House Republicans are moving in 
a direction that will probably be 
unacceptable to the Senate ma¬ 
jority and the White House. Con¬ 
servative commentators like my 
friends Bill Kristol and Rich Lowry 
are arguing that the status quo is 
better than the comprehensive 
approach passed by the Senate. 
The whole effort is in peril. 

This could be a tragedy for the 
country and political suicide for 
Republicans, especially because 
the conservative arguments 
against the comprehensive ap¬ 
proach are not compelling. 

After all, the Senate bill fulfills the 
four biggest conservative ob¬ 
jectives. Conservatives say they 
want economic growth. The Sen¬ 
ate immigration bill is the biggest 
pro-growth item on the agenda 
today. Based on estimates from 
the Congressional Budget Office, 
the Senate bill would increase 
the gross domestic product by 
3.3 percent by 2023 and by 5.4 
percent by 2033. A separate 
study by the American Action Fo¬ 
rum found that it would increase 
per capita income by $1,700 af¬ 
ter 10 years. 

Conservatives say they want to 
bring down debt. According to 
government estimates, the Sen¬ 
ate bill would reduce federal 
deficits by up to $850 billion over 
the next 20 years. The Senate bill 


reduces the 75-year Social Secu¬ 
rity fund shortfall by half-a-trillion 
dollars. 

Conservatives say they want to 
reduce illegal immigration. The 
Senate bill spends huge amounts 
of money to secure the border. 
According to the CBO, the bill 
would reduce illegal immigra¬ 
tion by somewhere between 33 
percent to 50 percent. True, it 
would not totally eliminate illegal 
immigration, but it would do a lot 
better than current law, which 
reduces illegal immigration by 0 
percent. 

Conservatives say they want to 
avoid a European-style demo¬ 
graphic collapse. But without 
more immigrants, and the high¬ 
er fertility rates they bring, that 
is exactly what the U.S. faces. 
Plus, this bill radically increases 
the number of high-skilled immi¬ 
grants. It takes millions of long¬ 
term resident families out of the 
shadows so they can lead more 
mainstream lives. 

These are all gigantic benefits. 
They are like Himalayan peaks 
compared with the foothill-size 
complaints conservatives are 
lodging. 

The first conservative complaint 
is that, as Kristol and Lowry put it, 
“the enforcement provisions are 
riddled with exceptions, loop¬ 
holes and waivers.” If Obama 
can waive the parts of Obam- 
acare he finds inconvenient, why 
won’t he end up waiving a re¬ 
quirement for the use of E-Verify? 
There’s some truth to this critique, 
and maybe the House should 
pass a version of the Senate bill 
that has fewer waivers and loop¬ 
holes. But, at some point, this ar¬ 
gument just becomes an excuse 
to oppose every piece of legis¬ 
lation, ever. All legislation allows 
the executive branch to have 
some discretion. It’s always pos¬ 
sible to imagine ways in which 
a law may be distorted in viola¬ 
tion of its intent. But if you are go¬ 
ing to use that logic to oppose 
something, you are going to end 
up opposing tax reform, welfare 
reform, the Civil Rights Act and 
everything else. 

The second conservative com¬ 


plaint is that the bill would flood 
the country with more low-skilled 
workers, driving down wages. This 
is an argument borrowed from 
the reactionary left, and it shows. 
In the first place, the recent re¬ 
search suggests that increased 
immigration drives down wages 
far less than expected. Low- 
skilled immigrants don’t directly 
compete with the native-born. 
They do entry-level work, create 
wealth and push natives into bet¬ 
ter jobs. 

Furthermore, conservatives are 
not supposed to take a static, 
protectionist view of economics. 
They’re not supposed to believe 
that growth can be created or 
even preserved if government 
protects favored groups from 
competition. Conservatives are 
supposed to believe in the logic 
of capitalism; that if you encour¬ 
age the movement of goods, 
ideas and people, then you in¬ 
crease dynamism, you increase 
creative destruction and you 
end up creating more wealth 
that improves lives overall. 

The final conservative point of 
opposition is a political one. Re¬ 
publicans should not try to win 
back lower-middle-class voters 
with immigration reform; they 
should do it with a working-class 
agenda. 

This argument would be slightly 
plausible if Republicans had 
even a hint of such an agenda, 
but they don’t. Even then it would 
fail. Before Asians, Hispanics and 
all the other groups can be won 
with economic plans, they need 
to feel respected and under¬ 
stood by the GOP. They need 
to feel that Republicans respect 
their ethnic and cultural identity. 
If Republicans reject immigration 
reform, that will be a giant sign of 
disrespect, and nothing else Re¬ 
publicans say will even be heard. 
Whether this bill passes or not, this 
country is heading toward a mul¬ 
tiethnic future. Republicans can 
either shape that future in a con¬ 
servative direction or, as I’ve tried 
to argue, they can become the 
receding roar of a white America 
that is never coming back. 

That’s what’s at stake. □ 
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DNA supports belief about breed’s ancient origins

BISHOPVILLE, S.C. - In¬ 
side a fenced acre on 
the swampy Lynches Riv¬ 
er flood plain in central 
South Carolina, seven of 
Don Anderson’s primitive 
dogs spring into high alert 
at approaching strangers. 
Medium-sized, they fan out 
amid his junkyard of impro¬ 
vised habitat: a few large 
barrels to dig under, an 
abandoned camper shell 
from a pickup, segments 


of black plastic water pipe 
and backhoed dirt mounds 
overgrown with waist-high 
ragweed. 

These are Carolina dogs, 
and though they are friend¬ 
ly, one can instantly sense 
they are different from oth¬ 
er dogs. Several rush to the 
gate, their whole bodies 
wagging eagerly. Others 
sprint off and take position 
- their jackal ears fully erect, 
their fishhook tails twitching 
like flags in a stiff wind. A 
black pup scrabbles away 
in crablike submission that 
eventually takes her into 
an underground den, dug 
deep enough that she is 
not seen again. 


Walking into the pen is dan¬ 
gerous for only one reason: 
one of the dogs’ defining 
habits is digging snout pits, 
or gallon-size holes in the 
ground, perhaps to root for 
grubs or munch the soil for 
nutrients. 

“It’s like a lunar land¬ 
scape,” Anderson warns as 
we tread carefully into the 
underbrush. 

Some Carolina dogs still live 
in the wild, and local peo¬ 
ple have long thought they 


were one of the few breeds 
that predated the Europe¬ 
an arrival in the Americas: 
“Our native dog,” as Mi¬ 
chael Ruano, another en¬ 
thusiast who often works 
with Anderson, put it. 
“America’s natural dog.” 
Now, a new study of ca¬ 
nine DNA backs up the 
folklore. A team led by Pe¬ 
ter Savolainen at the Royal 
Institute of Technology in 
Sweden has reported that 
several dog breeds in the 
Americas - among them 
the Peruvian hairless, the 
Chihuahua and the Caro¬ 
lina dog - are without some 
genetic markers indicative 
of European origin, sug¬ 


gesting they arrived in an 
earlier migration from Asia. 
The study also reawakens 
the long debate about 
where and how dogs were 
domesticated. Current the¬ 
ory speculates that they are 
descended from wolves 
that somehow became at¬ 
tached to humans perhaps 
12,000 to 33,000 years ago 
- an early amity that has an 
extensive pedigree in hu¬ 
man folklore. (Think Romu¬ 
lus and Remus.) 


But where that may have 
happened is not entirely 
settled. Some say the ear¬ 
liest dogs emerged in the 
Middle East. Others point to 
an area south of the Yang¬ 
tze River in China. Savolain- 
en’s study provides more 
evidence for the China 
hypothesis and, as a result, 
lends support to the idea 
that the earliest domesti¬ 
cated dogs crossed the Ice 
Age land bridge known as 
Beringia some 12,000 years 
ago. 

Carolina dogs, then, could 
be camp followers that 
wandered off from their Pa- 
leo-lndian masters and took 
up residence in swampy 


areas where they can eas¬ 
ily hide out from their own 
natural predators. 
Anderson, 79, is a Virgin¬ 
ian who moved to South 
Carolina in 1961. He's a 
garrulous man dressed in 
comfortable blue stretch 
pants, a pair of Crocs on his 
feet, and a headband to 
hold back shoulder-length 
hair that stubbornly retains 
some glints of blond. 

He remembers the day, 
back in the Nixon adminis¬ 


tration, when he had his first 
encounter with these wild 
dogs. Down by a nearby 
water hole on his land, he 
spied a mother and three 
pups, and they immediate¬ 
ly bolted. 

“Two of the puppies went 
east, and one puppy tried 
to get out west and he got 
stuck," he explained. He 
took the pup home and 
named him Tadpole. 

Not long afterward a 
stranger saw the dog and 
offered Anderson $300 for 
what his neighbors called 
a “Lynches River wild dog.” 
He refused the deal, think¬ 
ing, he says now, “if he’s 
worth $300 to you, then 


he's worth $300 to me." 
Anderson soon learned 
that others called them 
Carolina dogs, a name 
given to them by I. Lehr 
Brisbin, a biologist with the 
Savannah River nuclear 
power plant, near Aiken, 
and the man most respon¬ 
sible for the current inter¬ 
est in the breed. In the 
early 1970s, Brisbin was em¬ 
ployed checking out the 
wildlife on the periphery of 
the plant and often came 
upon these wild dogs in the 
swampier parts of his do¬ 
main. He took a few in and 
today maintains an 18-acre 
enclosure where he has his 
own pack. 

Brisbin got the Carolina dog 
recognized by the United 
Kennel Club and was the 
first to describe some of the 
breed's rare traits, includ¬ 
ing the fishhook tail; the 
pointed, somewhat lupine 
face; and the habit of dig¬ 
ging snout pits. The dogs 
cooperate as a pack when 
they hunt a field mouse or 
a rabbit, possibly using their 
white hindquarters as sig¬ 
nals. 

“That white fishhook can 
be hoisted like a white¬ 
tailed deer's and can flash 
back and forth,” Brisbin 
explained. “I saw them do 
it, and I saw the rest of the 
pack honor it." 

Carolina dogs typically go 
into heat once a year, like 
wolves, instead of twice, 
like domesticated dogs. 
They cover up their scat by 
pushing dirt over it with their 
noses, not by using their 
hindquarters to scratch the 
ground. 

Most Carolina dogs are 
ginger-colored, like Austra¬ 
lian dingoes, but they can 
also be black and piebald. 
Most, but not all, are short- 
haired. 

Some have tiny patches, 
right above their distinctive 
almond eyes, that look like 
a spare set of eyes, what 
Anderson calls “spirit eyes.” 
Some have an unusual 
white stripe at the shoulder. 
There are the noticeable 
ears and the tail, but also 
the athletic tucked-in stom¬ 
ach (like a Doberman). 
DNA studies may soon 
make it easier to assert the 
Carolina’s distinctions from 
other dogs.Q
